City Counselor Muench today 
commented on the objections raised 
by the St. Louis Shippers’ Confer- 


Railroad 
ing by the city of the Eads Bridge 
vehicle deck from the Terminal. 

The objections were set forth in 
a report submitted to shippers’ or- 
ganizations yesterday by its legis- 
lative committee of which W. E. 
Rosenbaum is chairman. The re- 
ports calls on all :sembers ofthe 
association,. representatives of 149 
large shippers and receivers of 
freight, to work for def--t of the 
proposed ordinance. 

Under the proposed measure the 
city would pay $203,500 a- year 
rental for the vehicle deck of Eads 
Bridge and could théh remove the 
tolls, making it a free crossing for 
vehicles and pedestrians, The Ter- 
minal would be authorized to build 
the approaches it necds in. order 
to use the Municipal Bridge and 
the city would «gree to purchase 
them, and then the railroads would 
use the Municipal Bridge under 
the terms and conditions named in 
the general. bridge ordinance en- 
acted last spring. 

A special committee of the 
Board of Aldermen has the bill 
under consideration and is plan- 
ning to hold public hearings on it. 


Shippers’ Objections. 

The principal objections made 
by the shippers’ organization and 
Muench’s comments on them 
follow: 

Report: “The continued owner- 
ship and control of the Municipal 
Bridge by the City of St. Lohis may 
possibly be placed in great jeop- 
ardy if this bill is approved by the 
Board of Aldermen.” 

Muench: “There is no ground 
for this fear. The City’s owner- 
ship and control will not be af- 
fected any more than they would 
be by use of the bridge by any 
other railroad. ‘The Terminal’s use 
of the bridge would-be: under the 
provisions of Ordinance No. 37,406 
which applies to all railroads alike. 
Under the congressional act from 
which the.city derived authority to 
build the bridge, the structure must 
be open to all railroads on equal 
terms. The pending bill gives the 
Terminal no special rights. 

Report: “There is nothing what- 
ever in the bill to indicate the ap- 

cost of these ap- 
proaches.” 
Muench: “The Terminal in a let- 
ter to Mayor Miller estimated the 
approaches ‘would cost -$3,250,000. 
The Board of Public Service would 
have to approve the plans and es- 
timates before the approaches could 
be built; the Board would have 


to purchase. the. approaches shall

Muench: “That is a question for 
transportation experts.

Report: “The cia will not have 
the entire use of the upper deck 
(of Kads Bridge), such, for ex- 
ample, as that portion now used 
by the traction line.” 

Muench: “That is true. We felt 
the city could not afford to take 
over that portion of the deck for 
which the Terminal now ives 
& revenue Of more than $200,000 a 
year from the traction line. We 
thought it more important to make 
the bridge free for vehicles.” 

Report: “The Board of Aldermen 
should not pass any ordinance 
which in any form, manner or de- 
gree ties together the Municipal 
Bridge with any other bridge, such 
as the Eads. This conclusion is 
based on the fact that due to dif- 
ferent and conflitcing interpreta- 
tions of laws at all times by our 
most capable lawyers and judges, 
such a hookup may eventually 
place in jeopardy the ownership 
and control of the Municipal Bridge 
by the City of St. Louis.” 

Muench’s statement as to jeop- 
ardy of ownership and control has 
already been given, As to tying the 
two bridge deals together in one 
ordinance, he said: “I would be 
perfectly satisfie@d to have the two 
matters handled separately, and it 
might be the better way. I think 
the Terminal would be willing to 
treat them separately. The Eads 
Bridge lease need not depend on 
the Municipal Bridge arrangement. 
If they were separated we might be 
able to work out a better plan for 
use of Eads Bridge. For instance, 
the railroads might desire to give 
up all use of that bridge, enabling 
the city to acquire full use of the 
whole structure. Then we could 
run street cars and trucks over the 
lower deck and other vehicles over 
the upper deck.” 


Rental Called Exorbitant. . 

Quoting the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as having fixed the 
value Of the highway portion of 
the Eads Bridge at approximately 
$504,720, the report says: “Based 
upon such a valuation, your com- 
mittee feels that the proposed 
rental is grossly exorbitant.” 

Muench: “It may be that the 
amount of $208,500 a year rental 
is not exactly the figure that should 
be agreed upon. But it was arrived 
at by taking the average annual 
revenue of the Terminal from ve- 
hicle and pedestrian tolis for the | 
last five years. It is based on what’ 
the Terminal has been receiving for 
that service.’ 

President Miller said this use of 
the bridge is increasing and that 
the tolls for 1929 were $270,000. 

Pursuing the thought that the 
rental is exorbitant, the report says 
the tolis have been too high ahd

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 15.—Offi- 


cial announcement was made last 
evening that the controversy Over 
the closing of the Laredo (Tex.) 
Consulate had been settled and the 
Consulated ordered re-opened at 
once. 

The settlement was effected 
thropgh exchange of notes be- 
tween Under Secretary of State 
Joseph P. Cotton of the United 
States ‘and Acting Foreign Secre- 
tary Estrada of Mexico. . 

The note of the American Un- 
der Sécretary of State expressed 
“unreserved disapproval” of the 
events which led the Mexican Gov- 
ernment to close the Consulate. 
The Mexican Government Was as- 
sured that Mexican citizens g0- 
ing to the United States and sub- 
jecting themselves to the immigra- 
tion and other laws of both coun- 
tries would not be molested at 
Laredo nor would Mexican citizens 
generally transient in that area. 
The United States authorities had 
conferred with Texas-officiais on 
this point. 

Reply By Mexico. 

In his note of’ reply Es- 
trada said the Mexican Govern- 
ment accepted the American Gov- 
ernment’s assurance that Mexicans 
would not be molested as “clearly 
and definitely” correcting the’ sit- 
‘uation and therefore had ordered 
reopening of the Consulate. 

‘The Government also annouriced 
that the permission for the Laredo 
Chamber of Commerce to issue 
tourist passports would be  re- 
newed and that the Treasury De- 
partment and National Railways 
had issued orders to their person- 
nel on the border to co-operate 
fully in restoring the situation to 
normal. —~ 

The only statement Ustrada 
made to the press was “during the

SEOUL, Korea, Jan. 15.—One 
thousand Korean students, includ. 
ing 260 gitis,. were arrested. today 
as the result of a strike in 1% col- 
leges and high schools, 
two American missionary institu. 
tions. 

The strike involved students es- 
timated to number 10,000. It oc- 
curred during the post- -holiday ex- 
aminations and ostensibly out of 
sympathy for 900 students arrest- 
ed last month. “The December 
strike was said to have been ‘due 
to long-standing quarrels between 
Japanese and Korean students of 
the middle schools.
